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Heaven wins 
battle over 
new licence

A GENTLEMEN’S club in Newmarket, 
at the centre of a row over its posi¬ 
tion at the “gateway” to the town, has 
claimed victory in its battle to renew its 
licence. 

Owners of Heaven, which is opposi¬ 
tive the Memorial Hall on the High 
Street, went to Forest Heath District 
Council on Monday evening to renew 
their sex establishment licence. 

Newmarket Town Council and a 
number of local residents had opposed 
the licence renewal, claiming the club 
was “inappropriate” for the High Street 
where it was close to family leisure 
premises, places of worship and his¬ 
toric buildings. 

In November, the first licence re¬ 
newal meeting was adjourned after the 
town council employed legal represen¬ 
tation at the last minute. 

Both sides were legally represented 
on Monday. 

Gerald Gouriet QC, representing the 
town council, told the committee: “It is 
the location of this club that the town

council object to and not the existence 
of it. This club is in the gateway to New¬ 
market.” 

But Philip Kolvin QC, representing 
Heaven, said the club “did no harm to 
the town”. 

He said: “Lap dancing is a legal busi¬ 
ness and there is no reason to close it 
down or not grant a licence for a fur¬ 
ther year if it’s not causing real harm in 
the town - and this one is not. It adds 
to the diversity of the town. It does not 
have a dominating effect on the High 
Street.” 

Mr Kolvin added that if Heaven had 
to close, Innocence nightclub above 
it, which is owned by the same people, 


would also be shut. 

Committee members voted unani¬ 
mously to renew the club’s licence at 
Monday’s meeting. 

Speaking to the News after the hear¬ 
ing, Jason Newell, a Heaven director, 
said: “We are very happy with the deci¬ 
sion. They agree nothing has changed 
over the last 12 months and the busi¬ 
ness is going from strength to strength. 

“We are very thankful that commit¬ 
tee members have granted the licence 
for a further year and we look forward 
to 2015.” 

Cllrs Warwick Hirst and Rachel Hood, 
of Newmarket Town Council, said they 
were disappointed. 

Cllr Hood, mayor of Newmarket, 
said: “We are appalled on behalf of 
Newmarket Town Council by an inex¬ 
plicable decision by the licensing com¬ 
mittee. We are very disappointed and 
have been badly let down.” 

Cllr Hirst said: “The Newmarket Vi¬ 
sion are doing everything possible to 
improve the High Street. The elected 
representatives do not want it and nei¬ 
ther do a number of local residents.”

Former De Niros 
owner now faces 
murder charge

A MAN has appeared in 
court charged with the mur¬ 
der of Adrian Williams in 
Newmarket. 

Peter Crotty, 33, of Nim¬ 
bus Way in Newmarket, ap¬ 
peared at Bury Magistrates’ 
Court on Thursday. 

Mr Williams, who lived in 
Soham, died last Tuesday 
at Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
after he sustained serious 
head injuries in Newmarket 
on December 27. 

Police, ambulance crews 
and Suffolk Accident Rescue 
Service (SARS) were called 
to the incident, which hap¬ 
pened on the High Street, 
close to the junction with 
The Avenue at about 9.55pm. 

Mr Williams was given 
emergency anaesthetic by 
SARS but died 17 days after 
the incident. 

Crotty, a former owner of 
De Niros nightclub in New¬ 
market, had originally been 


charged with causing griev¬ 
ous bodily harm but follow¬ 
ing Mr Williams’ death, the 
charge was changed to mur¬ 
der. 

He did not enter a plea 
when he appeared before 
magistrates and his case 
was sent to Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

Crotty was remanded in 
custody until a further hear¬ 
ing at Ipswich Crown Court 
on April 10. 

Tributes and flowers have 


been left to 51-year-old Mr 
Williams, who was known 
as Gus, at the gates of the 
Memorial Gardens following 
the news of his death. 

A can of beer and a Welsh 
flag were also left at the 
scene to remember the pop¬ 
ular farm worker, who was 
originally from Wales. 

One said: “Rest in peace, 
one of the good guys.” 

Another added: “Can’t be¬ 
lieve I’m writing this note, 
RIP Gus.”

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Project launched to bring 
racing to the High Street

THIS picture is just one ex¬ 
ample of how the High Street 
could look, with the launch 
of a new project by the New¬ 
market Retailers’ Associa¬ 
tion. 

The Equine Design Pro¬ 
ject, steered by the retailers 
working in association with 
Newmarket Vision, proposes 
a series of art installations 
on the High Street to help 
the town make its mark as 
the home of horseracing. 

It is hoped the project, 
which could cost in the re¬ 
gion of £2 million, will help 
put Newmarket High Street 
on the map as the horserac¬ 
ing HQ. 

Richard Goss, of Venus 
Hair and Beauty in Rous 
Road and a member of the 
Retailers’ Association, came 
up with the idea. 

He said: “About a year ago I 
walked around the town and 
had a look at areas where we 
could make it more pleasing 
for visitors. 

“I was walking up the High 
Street, which is the centre 
of the international racing 
community, and yet there 
was nothing to suggest that. 

“If we brought a racing en¬ 
thusiast to the High Street he 
would have no idea where 
he was. We want to bring the 
horseracing industry in.” 

It is hoped there will be 
three installations: at the 
Clock Tower, with horses 
coming out of their starting 
gate; midway, with horses in 
“full flight” and at the top of 
the High Street a finish line. 

But the association has 
stressed that the pictured 
art is not the final plan - and 
artists worldwide are invited 
to submit their ideas for the 
three installations. 

fulie Eden, who owns Cof¬ 
fee & Co, and is a member 
of the Retailers’ Association, 
said: “We want to run a com¬ 
petition, nationally and in¬ 
ternationally, to find instal¬ 
lation artists who will realise 
the vision.” 

The association hopes the 
installations will be in place 
by 2016, and that they will 
bring more people into the

New plan 
is not the 
final furlong 

THE planned work does not end 
with art installations - furlong 
markers may also be part of the 
plan. 

The furlong markers, which 
would be dotted around the 
High Street, would all be 
sponsored by local businesses 
and have the Newmarket town 
logo on them, complete with 
information about noteworthy 
local events. 

Julie Eden said: "We 
are planning to put some 
information on them, whether 
that is about famous races, 
famous horses, or famous 
jockeys, or even famous 
buildings. 

"We want to make them 
similar to the blue plaques you 
see. They will start in the High 
Street, but we have a view to 
extend them around the rest of 
the town." 

The markers are set to be 
installed at the same time as the 
installations. 

Julie added: "We would like 
to have them in place by 2016 
when the Heritage Centre opens. 
This will draw people into the 
town. We would also like to 
make them interactive so that 
the markers interact with your 
smart phone." 


town centre. 

Julie said: “We want peo¬ 
ple to see this art and think 
‘that’s Newmarket’. 

“At the moment there’s 
nothing on our High Street 
to distinguish us as the home 
of horseracing. We want this 
to be like the Angel of the 
North which is so iconic you 
immediately know where 
you are.” 

Richard Goss added: “I 
am extremely excited about 
it. From a business point 
of view we are trying to get 
business back on the High 
Street, but they will only 
come back if we have more 
footfall. We hope these in¬ 
stallations will help with 
that.” 

The group will be raising 
funds to complete the instal¬ 
lations. 

Cllr Rachel Hood, mayor 
of Newmarket, said: “I am 
hugely supportive of the 
retailers and so is the town 
council, and we are very ap¬ 
preciative of everything they 
do to promote the town in 
coming up with innovative 
ideas for the area. 


“We are very supportive of 
this and it is something they 
have put a huge amount of 
thought and effort into. 

“As a member of the town 
council we support business 
and we appreciate all their 
hard work.” 

Cllr Robin Millar, district 
councillor for the All Saints 
ward, said: “In the next cou¬ 
ple of years, Newmarket is 
going to be transformed into 
a destination people will 
come to and this is really 
good news for the town.” 

Public consultations will 
be held into the project in 
the coming weeks.

Love your bus? 

I'M writing to invite all Newmarket 
News readers to back the 'Love the 
Bus Pass' petition, supported by tens 
of thousands of people, hundreds 
of local groups, and the National 


Pensioners' Convention. Strictly 
non-partisan, the campaign aims to 
get all parties to pledge before the 
General Election that if elected to 
power on May 7, they will retain the 
England concessionary bus pass for 
older and blind and disabled people 
as a statutory universal entitlement 
free at the point of use.

In three months, 110,000 pen on 
paper signatures were collected - 
testament both to widespread fears 
about the future of the bus pass, and 
to the huge influence of the local 
press in their communities. That 
instant, major, response meant that 
we could deliver our first instalment 
of 152,347 signatures to 10 
Downing Street on September 10. 
Many thanks if you and your readers 
were part of that. And, if 'Love the 
Bus Pass' is news to you, please 
make your voice heard and sign up 
by early March, when we deliver 
another 100,000 signatures to 
NolO, to make 250,000 all told. 

To date, NO political party has 
made a clear and unequivocal 
commitment to retaining the bus 


pass in its present form. In fact, high- 
ranking Coalition politicians began 
to call for 'reform' as early as 2011, 
starting with Eric Pickles' protege, 
Brandon Lewis - since fast-tracked 
to ministerial office - who wrote in 
Conservative Home that the scheme 
had never been 'affordable', albeit 
this was something his party hadn't 
wished to come out with before the 
2010 General Election, for fear of 
'alarming' voters! 

Nick Clegg then called for a ban 
on millionaires joy-riding on buses 
for free, which would save next 
to nothing - millionaires making 
few, if any, bus trips - but a neat 
way of destroying the principle of 
universality and introducing means¬ 
testing. 

We simply must ensure all politicians 
understand that they attack the 
bus pass at their electoral peril!

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Funding 
fears for 
schools 

HEADTEACHERS are fearing 
for their schools' future as the 
general election casts a doubt 
over lasting fairer funding. 

The Government boosted 
funding by £23 million for 
Cambridgeshire's schools 
in 2015/16, but there are no 
assurances it will continue due 
to the election and economic 
situation. 

The county's schools were the 
lowest-funded in the country, 
with pupils getting £600 less a 
year than the school funded to 
the national average. 

Kate Evans, Bottisham Village 
College principal, said it is 
"simply wrong" children are 
penalised for where they live. 

She said: "We feel that our 
argument for the case for fairer 
funding has been won and we 
are very happy with the funding 
that has been made for 2015/16. 
However, we remain very anxious 
about what happens after that. 
There is a general election on the 
way and there will be another 
spending review. It would be 
disastrous if our funding isn't 
improved after 2015/16." 

Sir Jim Paice said: "Our 
schools are doing a fantastic job 
with the resources they have, 
but could do even better if they 
were funded at a level more 
comparable with schools in other 
counties."

A TREASURED cuddly toy 
that brought comfort to 
a Lego-obsessed boy in 
hospital has been found after 
a social media campaign 
went viral. 

It was a happy ending 
for Zach Jolley and his lost 
Lego Minifigure soft toy on 
Monday when they were 
reunited following more than 
two weeks apart. 

The rare Lego man was 
handed back to his 7-year- 
old owner, who has a life- 
threatening disease, at 
Addenbrooke’s after a plea 
for help in the search was 
seen by thousands. 

The beloved toy was last 
seen by the child - who has 
been in and out of hospital 
for more than a year - during 
his latest five-day stay over 
the new year. 

It is believed to have been 
foundinthelinendepartment 
of the Cambridge hospital 
before being returned to the 
ward where Zach, who lived 
in Newmarket until October 
of last year, regularly stays. 

The story of Zach’s rare 
brain disease adrenoleuko- 
dystrophy (ALD) and the 
comfort he finds in Lego, 
touched many people. 

Zach was a pupil at

Houldsworth Valley Primary 
School in Newmarket until 
he had to leave due to his 
health early last year. 

The family moved to 
Upper Cambourne, near 
Cambridge, in October. 

The family were 
determined to find the toy 
as it is a souvenir of a “dream 
holiday” to Legoland for 
Zach after he had two bone 
marrow transplants and six 
months of painful treatment 
in hospital. 

The original Lacebook 
post from Zach’s mother was 
shared hundreds of times 
and a number of people 
offered to buy him a new 
teddy - including Legoland. 

Alix Bosnic, a nursery nurse 
on C2, said: “When it started 
[social media campaign] 
Shannon [a fellow colleague] 
sent me the link and I saw it 
go viral from there. 

“Normally when stuff 
goes down to linen it’s gone 
forever so I think his mum 
and dad have done a great 
job getting it out there in the 
media.” 

The pair were reunited 
after the hospital called 
Zach’s mum to give her the 


good news on Lriday night. 

The nurse, who has been 
working at Addenbrooke’s for 
seven years, added: “I think 
it was found in the linen 
department of the hospital 
and I believe people were 
ringing round the hospital 
looking for it. It got accepted 
on to the ward I work on and 
then the staff handed it over 
to me.” 

Zach’s mum, Sarah, whose 
family live in Newmarket, 
said her son was “over the 
moon” to be reunited with 
the Lego man who “kept him 
going” during months in 
isolation. 

She said: “Lots of people 
said they were asking staff if 
they had seen it, so they’ve 
probably been bombarded 
with calls and queries.” 

She added: “Zach is really 
grateful for the support and 
wants to say a big thank you 
to everyone who helped.” 

Zach’s family - which 
includes dad James and baby 
sister Elbe - have organised a 
charity ball at Girton college 
in aid of ALD life. Tickets 
have sold out, but the family 
are appealing for companies 
to come forward and donate 
prizes for the ball’s auction 
and raffle.

Council won’t wait 
for MoD decision 


DISTRICT councillors will not “sit 
on their hands and wait” while 
decisions are made about the air 
base closure at Mildenhall. 

RAF Mildenhall is home to 
3,200 airmen and their families 
and is said to bring in $331 mil¬ 
lion (£219 million) a year to the 
local economy. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of 
Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC), said meetings will be 
held next month to find out the 
knock-on effects for businesses, 
jobs, the housing market and lo¬ 
cal communities. 

Cllr Waters said: “I am aware 
that the MoD is looking into 
whether the site could have a fu¬ 
ture military use. While I would 
want and expect that decision

within the next six months, we 
are not prepared to sit on our 
hands and wait, and risk seeing 
the site eventually mothballed.” 

He added: “While we are all 
saddened, we all need to work to¬ 
gether to ensure Mildenhall and 
the surrounding area emerges 
stronger from this. 

“We want to hear from busi¬ 
nesses as to how they will be af¬ 
fected, and what can be done to 
mitigate that impact. 

“We want to hear from our resi¬ 
dents as to how they view this op¬ 
portunity and what they would 
like to see happen with the land 
at RAF Mildenhall. 


“It is vital that we involve our 
communities in achieving the 
best possible outcome for them¬ 
selves.” 

The council will be taking in¬ 
formation gathered from the 
meetings to the Mildenhall, Al- 
conbury and Molesworth Work¬ 
ing Group, set to be chaired by 
West Suffolk MP Matthew Han¬ 
cock. 

Meanwhile, operations are 
set to grow at nearby RAF Lak- 
enheath with the arrival of two 
squadrons of F-35s - the first 
time the planes have been locat¬ 
ed in Europe. 

The US Air Force estimates 
RAF Lakenheath brings in $557 
million (£365 million) to the local 
economy. 


Coroner 
told of 
man's pain 

A GYM instructor suffering 
from chronic pain died af¬ 
ter taking more than three 
times the fatal level of a 
pain killing drug, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Daniel Hill, 35, was found 
dead in Jubilee Road, Lak¬ 
enheath, on September 5. 

An inquest on Friday 
was told Mr Hill had more 
than three times the dose 
of methadone usually con¬ 
sidered to be fatal. 

Coroner Dr Peter Dean 
said medical reports 
showed Mr Hill had suf¬ 
fered with pain in his right 
arm since 2013. 

GP Dr Judith Roberts 
said that Mr Hill had been 
prescribed medication for 
the pain he was suffering. 

A post mortem exami¬ 
nation found death was 
due to aspiration of gastric 
contents after an overdose 
of methadone. 

The inquest heard in the 
fortnight before his death, 
Mr Hill sought help to cope 
with vomiting at night. 

Dr Dean recorded a nar¬ 
rative verdict that Mr Hill 
died from complications 
with methadone use and 
said there was no evidence 
of any suicidal intentions. 

Crew puts 
out bonfire 

A FIRE crew tackled a bon¬ 
fire blaze which spread to 
farm outbuildings at Swaff- 
ham Prior. 

Firefighters from Burwell 
were called out in the early 
hours of the morning last- 
Thursday. 

The crew fought the 
blaze for more than an 
hour in Cadenham Road at 
3.55am. 

A fire service report said 
a small bonfire had spread 
to outbuildings on a farm 
and the crew used hose 
reel jets to extinguish it. 

Firefighters had returned 
to their base by 5.50am. 

The cause of the fire was 
accidental, the fire service 
said.

Following discussions 
with residents, who 
originally weren’t hap¬ 
py about the field being 
fenced off, the school 
has agreed not to include 
a path between the field 
and homes in Freshfields as 
planned, but will provide two 
gated access points. 

The school is currently in 
talks with groups and organisa-

about providing a key so that the 
field can be used outside school 
hours. However, members of the 
public will no longer be able to 
use the field for playing or walk¬ 
ing dogs. 

A spokesperson for Newmar¬ 
ket Academy said: “The work 
is estimated to take a couple of 
months in total but there should 
not be any disruption to the resi¬ 
dents. 

“Headteacher Nick 
Froy is still hoping to 
meet representatives 
of the community to 
manage access to the 
field out of school 
hours. That is still to 
be sorted out but we 
do still plan to do that 
for local groups. 

“During the day the site 
will be totally secure and no- 
one will be able to access it. 

“This is all to improve safe¬ 
guarding.”

Could you spare a few hours a week to make a big 
difference to people’s lives?

“There are patients who do not want to come in to the 
Hospice at the end and, with our support, they are able 
to stay at home for longer. Hospice Neighbours help 
to give patients choice and families support,” said Pat. 


Her role is to look after a team of 10 Hospice 
Neighbours volunteers. After receiving a referral she 
contacts the patient to find out what kind of support 
they need before matching them with a volunteer. 

“It doesn’t take up much of your time. If you can just 
spare an hour or two a week it is very worthwhile. You 
can put as much or as little as you want into it,” said Pat. 
“You meet lots of new people with your team of 
Neighbours and you’re doing something that’s very 
worthwhile. I get so much pleasure from the help we 
are giving others.” 

Phil Hymers, of Bury St Edmunds, joined the Hospice 
as a reception and Hospice Neighbours volunteer 
three years ago. 

“After becoming a Hospice Neighbour I was asked if 
I would be interested in taking on the co-ordinator role. 

I knew it was something I felt I could do,” he said. 

“I get a great sense of 
fulfilment out of it and I get 
a buzz out of volunteering. 

I think the Hospice is so 
well regarded locally - 
many people have had 
relatives or friends or 
neighbours who have had 
some involvement with 
the Hospice - that it is a 
cause people are happy 
to get involved with.” 



Two of the people Phil has seen as a Hospice 
Neighbours volunteer have become friends as a result. 
“They both said how much they valued my visits. That 
was very heart-warming to hear,” he added. 

Pat added: “I enjoy giving something back to the 
community and helping people. Hospice Neighbours 
is such a good and worthwhile service to be involved 
with that I get a lot from volunteering for it.”

AN action group in West Row 
fighting against 138 houses be¬ 
ing built in the village is hoping 
its campaign has taken a step 
forward after a recommenda¬ 
tion from the council. 

The West Row Action Group 
was set up after an application 
to build 138 homes was sub¬ 
mitted for land near Beeches 
Road. 

The group was concerned 
that the housing was set to 
be built despite the closure of 
USAF Mildenhall and said that 
the number of homes would 
“kill” the village. 

Now, they have said their 
views have been supported by 
planning officers at the coun¬ 
cil, who have recommended 
that the applicants - the Wa¬ 
ters family, Suffolk County 
Council and Pigeon Invest¬ 
ments - withdraw the applica¬ 
tion and rethink the plans. 

In a letter, Peter White, prin¬ 
cipal planning officer for ma¬ 
jor projects at St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council said: “I

have found significant harm 
with the scheme. In my judge¬ 
ment, the totality of that harm 
significantly and demonstra¬ 
bly outweighs the benefit of 
providing 138 dwellings, even 
in the context of a shortfall in 
housing land supply. 

“I view it as unsustainable. It 
is my contention that given the 
significant harm that I have 
described above that you with¬ 
draw this application, reduce 
the site area and look again at 


creating a scheme that would 
be more acceptable in policy 
terms. 

“You may wish to work with 
the local community or con¬ 
sult with them on this matter.” 

John Smith, a member of the 
action group, said they were 
pleased the village was being 
listened to, with more than 90 
people now part of the group. 
He told the News: “We are re¬ 
ally happy with the recom¬ 
mendations from the council. 
It was a thorough report. 

“If the applicants were to 
withdraw we would like to be 
told about that so that we can 
be ahead of the game and keep 
our action group moving. 

“Our campaign will contin¬ 
ue. 

“Everyone in the community 
is behind us at the moment 
and we will be working togeth¬ 
er to do whatever we can.” 

The application is set to go 
before Forest Heath District 
Council on February 4.

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109 snared in 
drink driving 
crackdown 


THE county’s police and crime com¬ 
missioner has slammed nearly 200 driv¬ 
ers caught over the drink drive limit in a 
crackdown by police. 

Tim Passmore has spoken out after Suf¬ 
folk and Norfolk Police released figures 
from their joint Christmas drink-drive 
crackdown. 

More than 4,600 drivers were tested by 
the roadside in both counties, with 188 
testing positive. 

A total of 2,190 tests were carried out in 
Suffolk, with 109 people giving positive 
readings in the crackdown, held from De¬ 
cember 1 until fanuary 1. 

Mr Passmore said: “It is very disap¬ 
pointing to see that too many drivers are 
still taking to the road under the influence 
of drink or drugs. 

“I still find it surprising to find people 
taking such risks with their own safety as 
well as the lives of others. 

“This cavalier attitude to safety is com¬ 
pletely indefensible. 

“It beggars belief that despite the obvi-

ous dangers and the huge amount of pub¬ 
licity, some drivers do not seem to be get¬ 
ting the message.” 

Chief Inspector Chris Spinks, head of 
the Norfolk and Suffolk Roads Policing 
Unit, is reminding drivers of the risks they 
are taking by being under the influence at 
the wheel. 

It will result in loss of a licence, and 
could also cost a motorist their job, he 
said. 

Mr Passmore added: “All drivers need 
to understand that drink driving risk their 
lives and the lives of others. 

“I fully support the Constabulary’s ap¬ 
proach to tackling drink driving and hope 
that slowly but surely the message is get¬ 
ting through, that drink driving wrecks 
lives and is totally unacceptable.” 

More than 5,500 drivers were breatha¬ 
lysed as part of the 2013 campaign, with 
204 positive tests.

"MY life is out of control," says comedian Mark 
Watson, with more than a hint of melodrama. 
"Going on tour will be a great relief, I can't get 
out on the road quickly enough. Performing the 
show has become the least stressful part of my 
day. All I have to do is stand up and talk for an 
hour - that eclipses all my other problems." 

By "problems" the scruffy haired Bristolian 
good-naturedly means parenthood, having 
recently become a dad times two after his new 
born baby daughter joined the family. 

"The rigours of touring are considerable," he 
concedes. "But when you're on the road, people 
are scrabbling round at home doing much less 
glamorous things. When comedians complain 
about touring, I assume they haven't got families. 
Certainly there have been times at home when 
I've been delighted to say, 'You know I'd love to 
stay and deal with this plumbing crisis, but sadly 
Bromsgrove awaits!'" 

This time around it's Cambridge Corn Exchange 
that awaits, the 34-year-old's former student 
stomping ground. It's here that he studied English 
at Queens' College, nabbed a first, clever boy, 
and became best mates with fellow Cambridge 
comedian and poet Tim Key, who was Watson's 
best man at his wedding. 

The pair met at Footlights alongside Downton 
actor Dan Stevens, after imposter Key, who never 
studied at Cambridge, just blagged his way into 
the troupe. They went on to co-direct a revue 
together. 

Sadly, the duo won't be performing a skittish 
double act littered with Key's ramblings on porn 
cards (do Google that). This time it's all about 
Watson, and he'll happily forgive you if don't 
"know who the hell I am," as long as you buy a 


As former Footlights star Mark Watson brings 
new show Flaws to Cambridge Corn Exchange, 
Ella Walker discovers that being a dad is far 
more difficult than doing stand-up 

ticket to his new show Flaws and find out. 

This lack of recognition is strange though 
considering the accolades and achievements that 
bubble up on Watson's Wikipedia page. 

In 2005 he was nominated for Best Newcomer 
at the Perrier Comedy Awards, won the Panel 
Prize at The If.comedie Awards and the Time Out 
Critics' Choice Award in 2006, he consistently 
sells out shows at the Edinburgh Festival, regularly 
pops up on the likes of Never Mind the Buzzcocks, 
Mock the Week, Would I Lie to You and Live 
at the Apollo, and has written four novels. 
Impressive, no? 

And let's not forget he spends half his life on the 
radio as well, starring in shows like Mark Watson 
Makes The World Substantially Better, 100 Million 
or Bust and Mark Watson's Live Address to the 
Nation. 

"I've now been a professional comedian for 
10 years, and it seemed like the natural point to 
reflect on what I've done," he says, explaining 
the premise of Flaws. "I couldn't help observing 
that most of the time has been spent making 
money from telling people about my personal 
inadequacies. So Flaws is about how my hapless 
stage persona has at some point become a hapless 
human being." 

Does he ever find the distinction between 
his stage and real life blurring? "The stuff I talk 
about on stage is not that different from my real 
life. I have a definite shtick - a slightly manic 
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nervous energy which makes something of my 
incompetence and general failings. But that's 
actually very similar to how I conduct my life. 

The effect of that on my mental well-being is 
ambiguous. If you're performing a version of 
yourself, it's quite easy to lose track of where your 
real self begins and ends." 

"In the show, I say that in my twenties I felt that 
it was fun to tell anecdotes about the different 
ways I'd screwed up. You're allowed to be a 
shambles in your twenties. But it is sobering to 
realise that you've got no better as a 35-year- 
old and that if you don't shape up, you'll be a 
50-year-old who has still not got to grips with 
the basic pillars of life," he explains. "I have two 
children and a mortgage and still walk this strange 
tightrope between a seemingly respectable life and 
complete chaos." 

It's hard not to empathise, but he says "the 
fact that you know others have flaws doesn't 
necessarily comfort you. 

"I'm interested in the whole idea of flaws and 
fallibility. Perfection is not possible or desirable 
for humans. The denial of human quirks and 


flaws is not healthy. In Flaws I try to improve 
myself and find role models to aspire to. My lack 
of confidence and self-esteem has powered my 
shows and my decisions in life. But if you look at 
the opposite, aggressively confident people, a lot 
of their qualities are loathsome. In correcting your 
flaws, you might actually move towards something 
even worse. Self-improvement is very difficult." 

People instinctively feel that stand-up must be 
terrifying because the performer is so exposed," 
he adds thoughtfully. "There is no doubt that I find 
it nerve wracking. Comedians who feel no anxiety 
have simply become machines. But in a live show, 
at least you are in control. With TV, what you do 
might only be reflected in five per cent of the final 
edit; you're just a cog in the wheel. 

"But when it's your tour, matters are purely 
in your own hands. Yes, you're on your own 
and vulnerable, but the flipside is that you have 
autonomy. Even if they hate it, you can say 
that, ‘At least it had integrity. I've successfully 
performed a show which I wholeheartedly believe 
in, even if they didn't like it!'

Growing 

new trends 



THE weather is going to be the telling 
factor in garden design trends this 
year, thanks to several years of 
excessively wet weather and flooding. 

So says award-winning garden 
designer Chris Beardshaw, pictured, 
co-presenter of BBC2's Great Garden 
Revival, who is currently planning his 
forthcoming 'Healthy Cities' show 
garden with first-time RHS Chelsea 
Flower Show sponsor Morgan Stanley. 

"There's a real awareness of the 
challenges of the weather," he says. 
"We've gone through that period 
where we thought it was going to get 
hotter and buying phormiums and 
cordylines and then finding that the 
winter killed them. 

"People are going back to much 
more resilient planting types. There's a 
real resurgence in shrubs. The last few 
decades have been about herbaceous 
perennials and grasses and I think 
a lot of people are now much more 
interested in combinations. 

"We often put shrub roses with 
clematis and an underscore of bulbs to 
give the three hits of interest. People 
are becoming aware that one plant 


doesn't necessarily cover all bases and 
are adopting a more refined approach 
to planting." 

Plants such as phillyrea and 
deciduous rhododendrons, which 
provide masses of 
interest through a 
long season and 
little maintenance, 
may become 
more popular, he 
predicts, while 
we are moving 
away from 'static 
gardens', low- 
maintenance, 
minimalist 
plots which 
don't change 
through the season and are lacking in 
personality. 

"People want the garden to respond 
to the seasons - and the plants have 
to respond to that." 

"The bubble of 'grow your own' 
has burst," he continues. "After a 
couple of dodgy weather seasons, 
most people are now realising that 
growing fruit and veg is not as easy as 


it might seem and, as a consequence, 
are becoming more selective of what 
they grow. 

"Rhubarb is becoming fantastically 
popular because it is so easy to grow, 
along with fruit like 
damsons and gages 
which can be planted 
as hedging or put 
in a wild area of 
the garden and will 
largely look after 
themselves. 

"Likewise, with 
vegetables, we will 
take into account the 
amount of time and 
space our choice uses 
up. So things like cut- 
and-come-again salad leaves, which 
cost a lot in the shops, will continue to 
be popular as they are easy to grow 
and give great rewards." 

Gardeners seem to be more savvy 
than previously, perhaps because of 
the wealth of information available on 
plant sites on the internet, and want 
more bang for their buck when buying 
plants, he says. 


"We are keen to see plants working 
hard, which is perhaps a symptom 
of gardens getting smaller. We 
are looking at more high intensity 
planting." 

Purple is likely to be the colour of 
choice this year, he predicts. 

"The colour that everyone wants 
to be in their garden this year is 
purple. I think there's an opulence and 
generosity of purple, when you think 
of the purple bearded iris or Tulipa 
'Black Knight'. But I think a garden 
filled only with purple would be a 
rather sombre place. You need a twist. 
With dark purple tulips, for instance, I 
would use scillas and white camassias 
underneath." 

People may think that traditional 
bedding has gone out of fashion, yet 
Chris notes that according to a recent 
report from the horticultural industry, 
the number of people buying bedding 
plants is at an all-time high. 

"However, we're not buying them 
in the same quantities that we were 
buying previously, which indicates 
that we are using them very advisedly 
in hanging baskets, containers and 


patio tubs, giving an instant blast of 
hard-working colour. What we are not 
doing is filling beds and borders with 
them in a kind of park bedding scheme 
way. 

"We are becoming much more 
knowledgeable about the range of 
bedding plants. The bedding craze is 
still on but it's about getting much 
better value out of those plants and 
being advised to use them in very 
specific ways." 

As for furniture, plastics may have 
come a long way with robust, stylish 
all-weather garden sets, along with 
weather-protective coatings on metal 
furniture, but Beardshaw says that 
wood will remain popular. 

Gardeners are also becoming 
more adventurous with lighting, 
he observes, as more sophisticated 
outdoor lighting comes on the market. 

"Now, lights are easy to install and 
the power of them is great. You can 
get different coloured lenses for your 
LED lights and also buy units that will 
adjust the temperature of the lens, 
which will change as natural light 
levels rise or fall."

Day back a week and the earlier 
date for the Middle Park does, we 
believe, represent a positive step to¬ 
wards producing a better balanced 
autumn two-year-old programme.” 


France’s premier two-year-old 
contest, the Group One Jean-Luc 
Lagardere at Longchamp on Arc 
day (October 4), will go up in distance 
from seven furlongs to a mile. 


Twos fight hard against the leaders 


THE Middle Park Stakes, Newmar¬ 
ket’s prestigious six-furlong Group 
One race for two-year-olds, is to 
be run three weeks earlier in 2015 
than last year as part of a suggested 
shake-up that could impact on 
Champions Weekend after just one 
year. 

The European Pattern Committee 
(EPC) has sanctioned the move to 
its new slot on September 26 and 
avoids the race being staged the 
same day as the Dewhurst Stakes. 

The latter will still take place on Fu¬ 
ture Champions Day at Newmarket, 
which looks likely to be on October 
10, the weekend between the Prix de 
l’Arc de Triomphe in Paris and British 
Champions Day at Ascot. In 2014 the 
fixture was held on a Friday on the 
eve of Champions Day. 

However, approval of the 
EPC-suggested date for Future 
Champions Day and the Dewhurst 
is subject to “ongoing discussions” 
between Newmarket, the jockey 
Club and the British Horseracing 
Authority.

“We are very pleased our applica¬ 
tion to move the Group One Middle 
Park Stakes has been accepted as 
part of a review of the two-year-old 
programme and welcome today’s 
announcement by the European 
Pattern Committee, including the 
upgrade of the now Group Two 
Dahlia Stakes.”
